While the terrific storm of yesterday 


was almost discouraging to those who 
were trying to keep the avenues from 
Portsmouth to the outside world open, 
the change in weather that came about 
7 o'clock In the-evening was moat wel- 
come. Of course, the few who ventured 
out to the shows and others who were 
forced to be out, were greatly discom- 
forted by- the fine sleet; It was wel- 
comed by the men who were battling 
with the storm and immense drifts. 


The amount of snow that fell was 


not such a great handicap! but the ac- 
companying wind piled it into drifts 
and every cut on the railroad lines, 
both steam and electric, was filled and 
the snow packed until plows were al- 
most ineffective. As fast as a drift was 
cleared or a piece of road made ready 
for traffic, it was filled. In before the 
work on the next .drift was completed. 
This handicapped the • companies in- 
keeping the tracks open. 


The fine rain formed a -blanket of 


crust over, the snow and prevented the 
Htlnd from shifting it. This lessens the 
drifting and assisted 
the-crews, in 


their work. It was no longer necessary 
to go over the ground again and," in a 
short time after the .rain began, the 
men began to-realize that they were 
at last making headway in digging 
Portsmouth out Of the worst stbrnUIo'r 
years. 


Reports this morning'-t'rdm the'road's 


serving the city were mpst.fayorable. 
The Portsmouth 
Electric 
reported 


that the storm did not intecfer. wil.h its 
schedule to any extent. A matter of.a 
.few moments' delay was all 'that the 
patrons experienced. Plows were kept 
going over the entjre ' system • during 
the day and night with the result that 
all cars operated almost-on schedule. 


The P. D. & Y. with its .line practi- 


cally all interurban, was not so lucky. 
The open country through which the 
road goes, subjected It to tremendous 
Inconveniences. Tho Kittery line was 
kept oi/en and on schedule all day and 
night. The Dover road was operated 
until 1 o'clock when a car was stalled 


at Eliot and trouble started from Im- 
mense drifts all along the line. Hercu- 
lean efforts were put forth and tha 
service to Eliot maintained to accom- 
modate those living in that section, but 
beyond that, the condition was hope- 
less. 


No effort was made to reach Dover 


or South Berwick until morning. Cars 
were, sent through from the South'Ber-. 
wlck barn to Portsmouth to accommo- 
date the early travellers between these 
points and it was not until shortly af- 
ter 11 this forenoon that a car was 
sent through to T>over. The York line 
went out of 'commission in the last 
storm and had not recovered before 
this one hit It -South Berwick and 
Dover lines were operated without in- 
'terference shortly before noon. 


The Boston & Maine .was hard hit. 


But a report was received this morn- 
Ing that it'was operating near sched- 
ule. Few "trains were sent ' through 
:during the night at any- time within 
hours of schedule. Snow plows had to 
be. brought-fro;ra Salem after 8 o'clock 
to dig out the stalled Dover train which 
went out of service at Newington.

The Hound Lying Down With the Fox. 


The illustrated supplement of a metropolitan newspaper 


shows an interesting picture of a hound lying down with its 
forepaw's around a young fox, like the arms 'of a child flung 
around the neck of a beloved dog. On the face of it, this pic- 
ture shows a situation apparently violating a law of nature 
deeply imbedded in both the hound and the fox. The nature 
of a hound is to pursue a fox. The nature of a fox is to flee, 
with all the accessories of cunning, whenever it catches sight 
or scent of a hound. These two particular creatures, which 
ordinarily act as irreconciliables, are recorded by the camera in 
that apparently paradoxical relation because they know each 
other. They have been brought up together in the same ken- 
nels. Because of this habitual proximity, continued through 
puppyhqod and cubhood, the two foes, ordinarily at swords' 
points, so to speak, are firm friends, apparently incapable of 
doing each other any harm. 


That picture of the hound arid the fox conveys a basic les- 


son to wrangling men and hostile nations, "snarling at each 
other's heels." Back in the early beginnings of human society, 
when men dwelt in caves or tree-tops, a stranger was definitely j 
an enemy—an enemy to be circumvented or destroyed on j 
sight. The initial and instinctive reaction of the cave man to; 
the stranger whom he sighted or whose voice he heard in the 
silence of the forest was one of hostility. This hostility was 
based primarily on "fear—fear of what the stranger might doj 
if he could deliver the first blow with his club.

Mankind has traveled far since cave-dwelling days. _ Buti 


that fear of the stranger—and consequently hatred of Jhim— 
has survived deep down in the human heart. The Slavic race, 
when it first met the German, could not understand his lan- 
guage. Therefore, the. Slav assumed that the German was 
incapable of speech, and that he uttered inarticulate, guttural 
sounds. Hence he named the German a "Niemetz," or a man 
who was "mem," or dumb. The Slav did not understand the 
'German, therefore he assumed that he was a mute monstrostiy.

When the instructions Issued on the 
use of the oil are followed out. the oil 
can be detected by its odor when not 
wearing a gas mask, but is absorbed 
by the chemicals in the gas mask, so 
that, when wearing a gas mask, the 
personnel cannot' detect the presence 
ot the vapor of the :OlL Similarly, It 
can be used to test the proper fit of 
the gas mask In that If a man wearing 
a gas mask perceives the odor of the 
oil there Is certainly a leak In the 
mask. 


It has been found that the volatil- 


ization of one-tenth ot a fluid ounce, 
or about three-quarters of a teaapoon- 
ful, will sufficiently permeate the at- 
mosphere for 1000 cubic feet for
